Erkholdt announced that one of the men who escaped was Tom Undei*- 
wood, .sentenced to 25 years from Minnesota after a robbery there. 
I'rior to the announcem ent by the warden's secretary, an arm y airplane 
circled over the penitentiary and dropped a note reading "All six men cap­ 
tured. (Signed) Galvin and Jackson." 
The men signing the message were the deputy warden and a lieutenant 
colonel in the arm y air corps, 
Oh*cr report* said the men hail been captured In two groups. Three of 
them, those who wounded the warden, were seized In one spot and three 
others were Maid to have been surrounded on a farm. 
TH REE RETURNED TO CELEB 
At 2:10 a truck bearing three captured convicts drove to the prison gate 
and It* cargo was unloaded and taken Inside The trio did not appear to be 
bruised or wounded.

Almost simultaneously with the finding of the warden, there cam* a re­ 
port to the penitentiary that the six convicts were surrounded. 
MINNESOTA PRISO NER IN SEXTET 
Eckholdt announced that one of the men who escaped was Tom U nder­ 
wood, sentenced to 25 years from Minnesota ufter a robbery there. 
Prior to the announcem ent by the warden's secretary, an arm y airplane 
circled over the penitentiary and dropped a note reading "All six men cap­ 
tured.

Passes for such a visit are usually issued by F ran k Beck, captain of the 
guard.
